In 
the interest of Reese River valley 
where water runs to waste in the 
Spriog, and where lands lie barren in 
the Summer. Ia the interest of the 
State, which is losing its reputation as 
a silver producer, and is coming for- 
ward as a stock producing and grain 
growing region. In the interest of the 
public Treasury, which must now de- 
pend upon our farms, cattle and rail- 
roads for support. In the interest of 
our public scheols, which will be en- 
riched by the sale of 2,000,000 
acres of land and _ 1,000,000 
inches of water.

Corry and David Delaney were on 
seats on the side of the road in the 
park, Delaney said they were watch- 
ing the Chief Secretary. The follow- 
ing prisoners were also arraigned: 
Lawreoce Hanlon, Joseph Millett, 
Jas. Mullett, Edward O'Brien. Wm. 
Moroney, W. David Hurley and Daniel 
Delaney.

Michael Kavanaugh, a carman, bas 
turned informer against the prisoners 
charged with conspiracy to murder 
government Officials.
